AN ACT to create subdivision (26) of section 670 of the statutes, 
relating to special powers of county boards in counties having 
a population of two hundred and fifty thousand or more. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly., do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. A new subdivision is added to section 670 of the 
statutes to read: (Section 670) (26) In counties having a 
population of two hundred and fifty thousand or more, to auth-
orize the payment semimonthly of the salaries of county officers, 
deputies, clerks, assistants and employes, who may be on the pay 
roll of such county. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upcm passtr.e and publi-
cation.
